Report due Monday 

Math scores stun administrators

Despite advanced warnings 
from state educational leaders 
to expect lower student test re- 
sults this year, Romulus school 
administrators expressed 
“shock and concern” regard- 
ing the poor showing by Ro- 
mulus students in the recent 
Michigan Educational Assess- 
ment Program tests. 

School administrators and 
principals met at 10 a.m. Tues- 
day to analyze the meaning of 
the scores in math and reading 
and to develop a major state- 
ment for the meeting of the 
school board members sched- 
uled for Monday evening. 

Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, assis- 
tant superintendent for admin- 
istrative services, told The 
Romulus Roman prior to that 
meeting “we need to break- 
down and analyze the great 
discrepancies in the listed test 
scores. That 3.9 (passage rate 
for 10th graders in math) 
stands out for everyone in a 
negative way. 

“At this point we can’t put 
our finger on the total prob- 
lem. We know we have a tran- 
sient problem, we know that 
the scope of the math tests 
were altered drastically this 
year and we know some other 
factors, but we need to put all 
those factors together and 
come up with a satisfactory an- 
swer,” LeCesne said. 

The assistant superinten- 
dent said he is sure that the

board members want some 
quick and qualified answers to 
these scores, and “we don’t 
want to be making excuses.” 

The student transient prob- 
lem (listed as high as 30 per- 
cent by Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell) 
has been tied to the ups and 
downs of the auto industry. 

“What the chart doesn’t 
show,” LeCesne said, “is the 
number of students on the bot- 
tom of the score lists. We have 
been making steady progress 
lifting those bottom students to 
higher levels, but we still need 
to make greater successes on 
the higher levels.” 

Dan Murray, Merriman Ele- 
mentary School principal and 
one of the local coordinators of 
the testing program in Ro- 
mulus, said he was disap- 
pointed in the reading scores 
“since we felt we have good 
teachers in this field and were 
making great progress.” 

Reading scores in Romulus 


were 19.1 (4th grade), 16.4 (7th 
grade) and 17.8 (10th grade). 
The scores were well below 
those of Dearborn and Livonia 
(scoring in the 30 and 40 level) 
and even trailed several class 
levels in Taylor and Van Buren 
(scoring in the mid-20 level). 

“We were part of the pilot 
program in math last year, so 
we knew what was coming up,” 
Murray said, “and we need to 
do some major changes in our 
teaching program down to 
even the kindergarten level, to 
get our students on compara- 
ble levels with other areas. 

“Teaching styles have 
changed dramatically in past 
years (and decades). We have 
to put less stress on memoriza- 
tion (of multiplication tables 
and other math areas) and 
more into equipping students 
on how to calculate answers 
with modern tools such as cal- 
culators and other in school 
equipment,” Murray said. 

Romulus students scored 
fairly well in the science 
areas, 43.9 (5th grade), 29.1 (8th 
grade) and 18.6 (11th grade), 
displaying the same trends of 
other school districts “the 
higher the grade the lower the 
scores,” LeCesne said. 

The MEAP scores were not 
meant to be a baromoter for 
student skills, LeCesne said, 
“but the media has made it so. 
On the other hand, what other 
measure can parents or other 
elements of society score their 
children’s academic success?” 


‘Homeless’ man accused of stealing, goes to jail a 2nd time

A 34-year-old Inkster man, 
who claims he is homeless, 
was arrested on Dec. 31 for 
stealing 30 cartons of ciga- 
rettes from a Romulus service 
station. Seven days later he 
was rearrested on a related 
charge. 

Michael Myles was booked 


for first degree retail fraud 
and detained in the Wayne 
County Jail in lieu of $5,000 
bond. 

Romulus police claim that 
Myles entered a service station 
in the 7000 block of Merriman 
Road and fled out the door 
minutes later carrying a large 
box filled with 30 cartons of 
cigarerttes. 


Two male employees ran af- 
ter Myles and police said. 
When it appeared he could not 
escape, Myles dropped the 
stolen cigarettes and picked 
up a broken mail box post and 
began swinging it at the men. 

The pair quickly subdued 
Myles, who claimed he was 
“homeless” and “needed the 
money to exist,” according to 
police accounts of the inci- 


dent. 

This Monday, police charge, 
Myles walked into another ser- 
vice station at Eureka and 
Middlebelt about 4 a.m., 
picked up seven cartons of cig- 
arettes and asked “What do I 
owe you?” 

After waiting for the atten- 
dent to total up the amount, 
Myles calmly picked up the 


cigarettes and walked out 
without paying. He turned his 
head back to the counter, as he 
left and shouted “now you can 
call the police,” according to 
police accounts of the inci- 
dent. 

The attendant obtained a 
description of the car Myles 
climbed into and phoned po- 
lice. 

A short time later, Romulus 


police arrested Myles and the 
driver of the car, Jimmy 
Brown, 48, of Westland, and 
charged them with larceny 
from a person. 

The pair were arraigned be- 
fore Judge Henry Zaborowski 
and remanded to the Wayne 
County Jail in lieu of $5,000 
cash bond each. A court hear- 
ing has been scheduled for 
Jan. 16.

With 1992 opening with little 
fizz in its economic cham- 
pagne, Romulus political and 
business leaders warn “there 
will be little business as 
usual” features evident to the 
public at least in the first quar- 
ter of this year. 

Two confidence levels also 
are being debated throughout 
the community as the new cal- 
endars appear on the walls of 
family homes and business 
desks across the area. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally declared bluntly it’s 
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time for area Michigan indus- 
trial communities to re- 
identify their roles in the 
world market 

“With the European Com- 
mon Market getting its act to- 
gether, we need to reassess our 
world market plan or we will 
have even bigger economic 
problems in the near future,” 
the mayor said. 

“Maybe we cannot compete 
in some labor areas around 
the world, because of a differ- 
ence in labor costs. But why 
can’t we use our superior tech- 
nology skills to become the 
world’s auto design capital or 
the design and assembly capi- 
tal of the world?” she asked. 

McAnally, who has been 
serving as chairperson of the 
western Wayne Mayors Confer- 
ence, will assume a similar po- 
sition Jan. 16 with the 
Downriver Community Confer- 
ence of Mayors. 

Both conferences include 17 
mayors each from Michigan 
communities. 

McAnally (aware many com- 
munities also have jobless and 
homeless issues to deal with 
this winter) said “I've warned 
before - desperate people will 
do desperate things in the cur- 
rent economy. 

“And with Gov. John Engler 


passing many socio-economic 
problems on down to local 
governments-while and after 
our funding sources are being 
cut, we need to continue to 
speak out forcefully. 

“We are not equipped to 
handle the joint problems 
caused by business layoffs and 
General Assistance cutoffs 
without a major influx of fund 
ing from somewhere,” she 
warned. 

“Despite GOP Presidential 
candidate Pat Buchanan’s cry 
for retrenchment, I don't see 
America accepting an isola- 
tionist concept. We have to 
protect our rivers and other 
important natural and envi 
ronmental resources -so that 
we can remain a major tourist 
area- 

“And there is no reason, 
why we can't compete on the 


global trade market. In the 
past the adventuresome and 
daring persons flocked to the 
northern communities of the 
U.S. We need to help these po- 
tential leaders fulfill their 
dreams, particularly when we 
have a major airport and inter- 
national border within our 
grasp,” she declared. 

Meanwhile David Littmann, 
senior vice president of eco- 
nomics at Manufacturers 
Bank, agreed that the public’s 
confidence level is affected by 
two key factors-their money 
supply and a healthy job sta- 
tus. 

Littmann cited rising fed 
eral taxes up $600 in 1991 
alone) for area families and an 
exorbitant capital gains tax as 
two major factors in the poor 
confidence level for Washing- 
ton alone. 


He decried President 
Bush’s trip to the Orient - 
claiming it will “only distract 
Washington policymakers and 
the public from dealing with 
the major issues at hand.” 

Littmann stated “the U.S. 
has a number of trade barriers 
of its own that it needs to lower 
or abandon” to take advantage 
of the current “golden age of 
markets.” 

He hopes that the Bush trip 
to Australia does not threaten 
“ill feelings” abroad, when the 
U.S. needs to broaden its trade 
opportunities. 

Mark Lewkowicz, president 
of Landis Machine Shop and 
first vice president of the Ro 
mulus Chamber of Commerce, 
explained that the “cautious 
economic market today is 
causing an uneven work flow” 
even in small businesses such 
as his. 

“We are currently down 7 
percent in sales during 1991. 
but the work flow is a major 
issue with many companies to 
day that stress quality assur 
ance.” 

He also charged that high 
taxes are “eating into business 
leaders and families dispos 
able incomes ” 

Lewkowicz said the U.S. 
“needs to begin doing a better 


job than Japan, not imitating 
them.” 

He also said “we need bet- 
ter financial responsibility at 
all levels of government today. 
We as a small business need a 
stronger economy too- be- 
cause the trickle down effect is 
catching up with even us now.” 

Another Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce Director, Gary 
Sampson, said the question for 
the consumer remains “is my 
job going to be here tomor- 
row?” 

High prices on big ticket 
items such as cars will have to 
be lowered until jobs become 
more secure. 

As owner of the Adventure 
Travel Service, Sampson said 
he is already seeing a change 
in consumer purchasing. 

“People are booking few 
trips far in advance, as in the 
past Many are waiting until a 
short time before their trip 
and then asking us to handle 
the arrangements. 

“We didn’t see a major cut 
back during Christmas - 
because that dealt with many 
trips home to visit families. 
But in January, we will see 
many new incentives offered 
by airlines* such as second 
passenger flies free or at a ma 
jor discount

JANUARY

building officials. 

Romulus Junior High

of the Year. 

Security was tightened at 
Metro Airport as Middle East 
war tensions grew stronger. 

Local substance abuse 
problems were listed by many 
area residents, who responded 
to a city-wide survey. 

A Romulus Jaycees chapter 
is formed and Joe Ehlert was 
named president. A recruit- 
ment drive began. 

FEBRUARY 

Northwest Flight Attendant 
Nancy C. Ludwig was myste- 
riously slain during a stop over 
in Romulus. The 41-year-old 
resident of Minnetonka, Minn, 
was found with her throat 
slashed at the Hilton Airport 
Inn. 

Her murder remains un- 
solved almost a year later, but 
state police have released a 
profile of the killer-believed 
to be an area man.

“I volunteered to prepare 
the Thanksgiving meal for the 
crew,” Talarico said. ‘‘The 
ship puts a lot of time and ef- 
fort into this season.

dren. Plus, they came to see 
me on the ship and enjoy the 
meal I had prepared for our 
extended family of 1,100 
sailors.” 

All the sailors who worked 
on Thanksgiving were able to 
bring their family or guests to 
enjoy the holiday meal with 
them on the ship. “Being in 
charge of a meal for sailors 
from so many backgrounds, we 
really have to instill a little bit 
of their homestyle in our meal. 
It’s our way to accomodate ev- 
eryone’s unique family tradi 
tions.” 

For Christmas, Talarico and 
five other cooks continued 
what has been Hunley’s tradi- 
tion for almost 30 years of her 
active service in the fleet. The 
goal is to make Christmas day, 
a day of feasting in good old 
fashioned holiday tradition for 
an expected 300 crewmembers 


and their families. 

“We had a meal of cornish 
hens and beef rib roast 
planned for those who are 
standing duty onboard the 
ship that day,” Talarico said. 
Adding, that though the meal 
isn’t really offering a tradi- 
tional main course, they didn’t 
want to duplicate the Thanks 
giving meal. 

What is as traditional as 
Mom, baseball and apple pie 
were the decorations that 
cover the entire mess decks 
(eating area). “We have all the 
usual cheery winter wonder 
land garb hanging to enhance 
the meal,” she said. “Plus we 
had fruitcake, nuts, candy, 
Christmas cookies and eggnog 
for the crew to snack on all 
day’-just like at home.” 

Making her shipmates feel 
at home comes as a sacrifice 
for Talarico. On Christmas day 
she didn’t rise with her three 
children to watch them open 
their presents. She was up be- 
fore the dawn and on the ship 
to begin her work day at 5 a.m. 

“We were cooking and serv- 
ing brunch from 7 to 11 a.m., 
and preparing the actual din- 
ner to serve at 3 p.m. It was a 
busy day.” 

When she’s not devoting her 
time to her extended family, 
Talarico enjoys time with her 
family.

Study reveals state waste problems 


Elimination of ambiguities 
and inconsistencies on the 
part of the state Department of 
Natural Resources were major 
recommendations made by a 
new state commission. 

The Michigan Commission 
on Intergovernmental Rela- 
tions recommended that waste 
prevention should be estab- 
lished as a priority in the state. 

“The level of dissatisfaction 
with DNR by officials of local 
government took many of the 
commissioners by surprise 
and clearly indicates a need 


for major reorganization and 
reordering of priorities,” said 
John Amberger, chairman of 
the MCIR ad hoc subcommit- 
tee on the environment. 
“Waste prevention has got to 
be the major focus of state gov- 
ernment policy in dealing not 
only with solid waste but with 
many of our other environmen- 
tal problems.” 

Other recommendations 
made to Gov. John Engler and 
the legislature were:

• Adoption of a unified envi- 
ronmental code to permit 
streamlining and organization 
of operations and regulations. 

• Reasonable and predict- 
able regulations allowing an 
application for a permit to pro- 
ceed under regulations in 
place at the time the permit 
was submitted.

An exhibit of precious met 
als will brighten the galleries 
of the Detroit Institute of Arts 
for the next two months. 

Golden treasures from Af 
rica are on display at the mu- 
seum, located at 5200 
Woodward Ave., through Feb. 
9, 1992. Gold jewelry and orna- 
ments from Ghana, Mali, Sene 
gal and Cote d’Ivoire (the Ivory 
Coast) are featured along with 
special films and programs 
about African art and culture. 

The exhibit was organized 
by the Barbier-Mueller Mu- 
seum and is being circulated 
under the auspices of the 
American Federation of Arts. 
Locally, it is being supported 
by OmniCare Health Plan, the 
state of Michigan, the city of 
Detroit and the Founders Soci- 
ety. 

The jewelry and objects re- 
flect the importance of gold in 
African history and art. As 
early as the eighth century, 
gold from West Africa was 
traded to the Middle East and 
Europe, and, in turn, created 
the economic basis for vast 
kingdoms, according to a mu- 
seum spokesman. 

Written descriptions by 
travelers to the kingdoms of 
Ghana, Mali and the Akan 
states along the coast tell of 
magnificent gold objects 
which adorned the rulers, 
their attendants and their 
courts. These areas continue 
to be the centers of gold work- 
ing in Africa, according to 
musuem art experts. 

Many images on jewelry and 
ornaments represent well- 
known African proverbs which 
relate to the strength and wis- 
dom of the leader, signify per 
sonal wealth and prestige or 
serve as a reminder of a truth 
or moral. For example, a bird

looking backwards represents 
the proverb, “Pick it up if it 
falls behind you,’’ or learn 
from your past experience. A 
coiled snake represents the 
proverb, “A snake bites when 
it is angered,” which is an 
warning of potential enemies. 

Although West African gold 
smiths have practiced their art 
for more than a thousand 
years, most of the objects in 
the exhibit were made in the 
19th and 20th centuries. Ear 
lier works often were melted 
down and transformed into 


new ones in response to chang 
ing styles, according to mu 
seum sources. 

The Gold of Africa exhibit 
includes: 

• Gold jewelry of Senegal 
and Mali, which include hair 
ornaments, necklaces, brace- 
lets and earrings which are in- 
dicators of a woman’s wealth 
and social status. The jewelry 
is usually made of hammered 
gold which is decorated with 
engraved, cut-out or applied 
designs of filigree or granula- 
tion. 


• Gold of Ghana, which in 
eludes some of the most spec- 
tacular use of gold in West 
Africa. Lavish gold objects, 
used for state occasions by roy 
alty. include gold decorated 
hats, gold-encrusted sandals 
plus swords and staff made of 
gold. Some of the objects are 
made of carv ed wood covered 
with gold leaf. 

• Gold of Cote d’Ivoire in- 
cludes cast-gold pendants and 
beads. Gold is believed to have 
a spiritual power associated 


with the ancestors and it is 
kept in sacred family trea- 
sures. Gold items are dis 
played or worn at funerals and 
special social occasions. 

The special program in 
elude a 3 p.m. Jan. 5 tour, led 
by Linda Margolin, assistant 
curator of education, and a se- 
ries of events on Jan. 12: a sto- 
rytelling sesion at 11 a.m. and 2 
p.m. will feature African sto- 
ries for children; a 22-minute 
Roy Sieber film, A Great Tree 
Has Fallen will be shown . and 
at 3 p.m. a panel of experts will 


discuss the history and impor- 
tance of African gold, high- 
lighting objects in the 
exhibition. 

A series of special ehil 
dren’s and fmaily workshops 
will be announced by the De- 
troit Institute of .Arts at a later 
date. 

The museum is open 
Wednesday through Sunday. 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. and is closed on 
Mondays. Tuesdays and holi 
days. A recommended admis- 
sion fee is $4 for adults and $1 
for children and students.

“As far as Stemmer is con- j 
cemed, he hasn’t been too ef- j 
fective.” Brodie added. “He’s ; 
scored seven and four points ; 
in the two games he’s played.” ) 

On a 1-10 scale with 10 being J 
the highest, Brodie rated his ; 
team on offense, defense, re- ; 
bounding and overall perfor- 
mance through the first three 
games. His ratings were rather 
respectable, except for one 
category. 

“I’d rate us a seven on de- 
fense, a six on rebounding and 
a five overall,” Brodie said.

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Financial resolutions for the new year 


The time you spend now do- 
ing some financial housekeep- 
ing may provide you with some 
payback this year, as well as in 
the years to come.

In these uncertain eco- 
nomic times, it’s more impor- 
tant than ever before to 
establish an emergency fund. 
Stock away at least the equiva 
lent of three months of living 
expenses. Put this money 
aside in accessible investment 
vehicles, such as bank money 


market accounts or mutual 
funds. 

Review your health insurance 

Be sure you know how your 
health insurance works. Re- 
view the deductibles and find 
out the maximum amount of 
coverage for certain pro- 
cedures, such as surgery. If 
both you and your spouse 
work, coordinate the health 
care coverage each employer 
provides. 

Check your homeowner’s in- 
surance 

Review your homeowner’s 


insurance to be sure the 
amount of coverage is appro- 
priate in the current mar- 
ketplace. Generally, you have 
adequate coverate if your 
home is insured for 80 percent 
of its full replacement cost- 
that is, the cost of labor and 
materials to rebuild your 
house, or any part of it. 

Take stock of your posses- 
sions 

It’s important to take inven- 
tory of your personal posses- 
sions and to ensure that you 
have sufficient insurance cov- 


erage. Generally, under a ho- 
meowner’s policy you are 
automatically insured for one- 
half of the basic coverage 
amount against loss or damage 
to your personal property. If 
your home is insured for 
$100,000 your personal prop- 
erty is automatically insured 
to $50,000 unless you request a 
higher amount. 

But, don’t automatically as- 
sume that this amount is cor- 
rect; your insurance agent can 
fill you in on limits and exclu- 
sions. 


Fold it, stuff it, it’s still pizza 


Since its quiet debut in 
America’s first pizzeria nearly 
nine decades ago, pizza has 
risen from humble Italian pie 
to all-American favorite. 

Originally found only in 
Italian-American neighbor- 
hoods, the popularity of pizza 
grew with the return of sol- 
diers from Italy after World 
War II. 

Today, the simple round pie 
has been transformed many 
times over, with toppings in- 
cluding everything from 
chicken to shrimp. The shape 
of pizza has gone through 
twists and turns as well. 

The recipe for barbecued 
chicken calzones takes a cue 
from the Italian original. Cal- 
zone was first made in Naples 
where an easy-to-handle shape 
was favored for snacking. 

This version combines the 
best of both worlds. 

Here is how to make barbe- 
cued chicken calzones: 

Start by gathering the follow- 
ing-! tablespoon cornmeal, 2 


tablespoons oil, 1 large garlic 
clove, minced, 1 teaspoon chili 
powder, 1/4 teaspoon pepper, 4 
boneless, skinless chicken 
breast halves, cut into thin 
strips, 3/4 cup barbecue sauce, 
1 pkg. Pillsbury hot roll mix, 
1/2 cup cornmeal, 1 1/3 cups hot 
water heated to 120 to 130 de- 
grees, 2 tablespoons oil, 1/2 
cup diced red onion, 1 1/2 teas- 
poon chopped cilantro, 1 1/2 
cups grated provolone cheese. 

Grease large cookie sheet; 
sprinkle with 1 tablespoon 
cornmeal. In large skillet over 
medium-high heat, heat 2 ta- 
blespoons oil, garlic, chili pow- 
der and pepper until hot. 

Add chicken. Cook and stir 
until chicken is no longer pink 
and all liquid has been ab- 
sorbed. Stir in barbeque 
sauce; set aside. 

In large bowl, combine hot 
roll mix and 1/2 cup cornmeal 
with yeast from foil packet. 
Stir in hot water and oil until 
dough pulls away fropi sides of 
bowl'. Turn out onto lightly 


floured surface. With greased 
or floured hands, shape dough 
into a ball. Knead dough for 
five minutes until smooth. Di- 
vide into six pieces. 

For each calzone, roll one 
ball into a 6-inch circle. Place 
about 1/4 cup chicken mixture 
onto half of circle, spreading 
to within one inch of edge. 
Sprinkle with 1 tablespoon on- 
ion and 1/4 teaspoon cilantro. 
Top with 1/4 cup cheese. 

Fold dough in half over fill- 
ing; press edges together to 
seal. Flute edges. Place on 
cookie sheet Repeat with re- 
maining five pieces. Cut three 
slits on top of each calzone. 
Cover with plastic wrap and 
cloth towel. Let rise in warm 
place (80-to-85 degrees) for 15 
minutes. 

Heat over to 425 degrees. 
Uncover calzones. Brush each 
calzone lightly with additional 
oil; sprinkle with cornmeal. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 15 to 20 
minutes or until golden brown. 
Serve warm. 
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Helpful tips are offered to protect your pet from cold winter 


Michigan Humane Society 
officials are reminding pet 
owners that cold weather and 
pets don’t mix. 

Weather forecasters are 
predicting cold weather 
throughout the winter months 
which means extra care needs 
to be taken to protect all pets. 

The indoor dog requires 
only a few precautions when 
traveling outdoors for short 


periods of time. If the indoor 
dog is a short-haired breed 
and goes for a walk, be sure to 
protect the animal from the 
cold with a coat or sweater. Al- 
ways keep a towel on hand to 
dry the coat, including the 
dog’s feet when entering the 
home. Slush and salt deposits 
from sidewalks and streets can 
cause paw and skin irritation. 

Michigan Humane Society 
officials discourage pet 


owners from keeping dogs 
outdoors for long periods of 
time, especially during the 
winter months. If a dog is kept 
outdoors, they need special at- 
tention during the season. 

Here are some common 
sense approaches to caring for 
the outdoor dog in winter: 

• Be sure the dog’s house is 
in good repair. Be sure to fix 
any leaks or gaps that might let 
moisture or wind enter. 

• Elevate the dog house so 


that it is 4 to 6 inches from the 
ground. Any moisture that 
does enter the dog’s house will 
be able to dry if the house is 
elevated. 

• Place a flap over the door 
of the dog house to prevent 
drafts. 

• Place the house so that it 
faces southeast and away from 
prevailing winds. 

• Use clean straw as an insu- 


lating and bedding material. 
When straw becomes wet it 
loses it’s insulating properties, 
so be sure to cnange the straw 
frequently. 

• Increase the intake of food 
to help maintain the animal’s 
body temperature. 

• Keep fresh food and water 
available for the animal at all 
times, and replace if either be- 
comes frozen. 

When the temperature or 
wind chill falls below 0 de- 


grees, consider bringing the 
pet indoors into warm sur- 
roundings. A basement or a 
heated porch will help to 
maintain the animal’s body 
temperature. 

Do not house the outdoor 
dog in a warm portion of the 
house, because extremes in 
temperature can be harmful. 

Pet owners just need to use 
a little common sense, accord- 
ing to Michigan Humane offi- 
cials.

So many times we are busy 
looking for a product or a ser- 
vice, and we spend many hours 
or days learning. 

We look and learn about the 
product its warranty; how effi- 
cient it is, and what do we do if 
it needs service. 

When was the last time you 
did that for your doctor 9 We 
generally accept the fact that a 



doctor must be good or they 
would not be allowed to prac- 
tice medicine. 

After all they all have a li- 
cense to practice medicine, 
they are all the same or are 
they? Here are some questions 
that you may want to ask your 


physician, or if you are looking 
for a new physician. 

Which medical school did 
your doctor graduate from? 
Was it a big name school or 
maybe a small private medical 
school? Is your doctor an M.D. 
(Allopath) or a D.O. (Osteo- 
path). Is your physician 
trained in the United States or 
was he or she trained in a for- 
eign country? (F.M.G.- Foreign 
Medical Graduate) Remember 
that a big name institution may 
have an excellent reputation 
for medical care, but their 
medical school training may 
lend itself to being more re- 
search oriented. 

Find out if your doctor is 
Board Certified in his/her field 


of specialty (including general 
or family practice). What this 
means is that your doctor went 
on beyond his/her first year of 
post graduate training to learn 
more about a specific field of 
interest. 

These residencies may take 
anywhere from three to seven 
years of post- graduate train- 
ing. Once they finish this extra 
training, under other Board 
Certified physicians, they must 
then take a written and possi- 
bly a practical exam. 

An example of a practical 
examination would be the ac- 
tual observation of a surgery 
for technique and style. 

Does your physician belong 


to any national, state, county 
or other local organizations? 
These credentials generally 
lead to closer scrutiny by a 
physician’s peers. A member 
in good standing in his/her 
own medical community is a 
good sign for a physician. 

Which hospitals is your doc- 
tor on staff? Does he/she work 
with big hospitals like St. Jos- 
ephs or the University of 
Michigan or does he/she work 
with community hospitals like 
Garden City Hospital? 

Remember the smaller hos- 
pitals like Garden City or An- 
napolis are considered 
community hospitals. They are 
not meant to do open heart sur- 
gery. Thev take care of commu- 


nity problems like heart 
attacks, appendix attacks, de- 
livering babies and other com- 
munity health issues. Ask if 
your physician is affiliated 
with major medical institu- 
tions in case that major sur- 
gery is required. 

What happens if you need 
your doctor at 3 a.m. on the 
weekend? Ask him/her about 
call schedules. Does he/she 
have an answering service? 
Who covers for the doctor in 
his/her absence for vacations 
ect.? 

Some of the newer offices 
have answering machines that 
when you leave a message, the 
machine will automatically 
beep the doctor.
